In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the 
Town Hall on Monday, the fourth day of March next, 
punctually at 9.00 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be 
closed at 1 o’clock in the afternoon on said day of meeting), 
to act upon the following articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, one Selectman for three years,

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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
otticer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No pupil may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1941, a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1941. 


No child may enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. To enter 
kindergarten in the fall of 1941, a child must be five years 
old on or before October 1, 1941. No child may enter school 
after October 1 except by special permission. 


When a child first enters school in the town a birth 
certificate and vaccination certificate must be presented. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease shall not return to school until he has 
secured a health certificate signed by a physician. This 
certificate will be exchanged through the superintendent of 
schools for a return permit to be given to the teacher.

The resignation of Mrs. Madeleine Woodbury, as Libra- 
rian, became effective Feb. 1, 1940, and the position has been 
ably filled the balance of the year by Miss Rachel Woodworth, 
who has proved, not only her ability as a Librarian, but has 
shown a real spirit of cooperation with the townspeople, and 
with the Trustees. 


The report shows 585 new volumes by purchase from the 
Trust Funds, while the number of volumes withdrawn was 352, 
187 of which were in the Children’s Department. This shows 
that a great many books are being discarded in favor of newer 
and later editions, so that while the net increase in volumes 
may not be large, the usefulness of the Library has been in- 
creased many times -the net increase in volumes. 


The value of the South Hopedale Branch is shown by the 
fact that at least 10% of the circulation of books and maga- 
zines has been taken care of by this branch. 


Another very healthy condition of the circulation is 
shown by the fact that the Library has devoted to Fine Arts, 
Literature, Travel, Biography, History, Useful Arts and Soci- 
ology, a total of 6621 books and that records show a circula- 
tion of these books, for the year, of 5668, almost evenly di- 
vided between each of these subjects, as, for example, out of 
654 books on Sociology, a circulation of 680 during the year. 
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The importance of the Children’s Room is shown by the 
number of visitors—7942. 


The Trustees extend their sincere thanks to all the em- 
ployees of the Library and to the townspeople for the continu- 
ation of their cordial cooperation in this important work.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


The fifty-fifth annual report of the Bancroft Memorial 
Library is hereby respectfully submitted, together with a de- 
tailed statement of the use and growth of the library during 
the past year. 


The total number of books circulated was 32,868,—29,409 
from the Main Library and 3,459 from the South Hopedale 
Branch. This makes the per capita circulation 10; the circu- 
lation for each registered borrower 16; and for each active 
borrower a considerably larger number. At the main library, 
open 304 days, the average number of books borrowed daily 
was 97, a very slight decrease compared to last year’s figure. 
About 30% of the total circulation (main library and branch) 
was non-fiction,—the most notable increase being in the use of 
periodicals, biographies, and history books. 


The addition of 585 volumes, both by purchase from me- 
morial funds and by gift, brings the total number of books in 
the library to 18,512. Of this year’s additions more than a 
third has been for the juvenile department. The Britannica 
Year Book keeps up-to-date the 14th edition of the Britannica 
Encyclopedia purchased in 1939. A quarterly Supplement to 
Who’s Who in America provides a source of information about 
people currently in the news. The new 3rd edition of Granger’s 
Index to Poetry and Recitations has already proved to be an 
indispensable reference book. 


Miss Leola Washburn, who had been on the library staff 
as a part-time assistant since 1937, is now studying at Sim- 
mons College; she continued as an assistant during the sum- 
mer and also in the Christmas holidays. The vacancy left by 
Miss Washburn has been filled by Miss Frances Howarth, a

member of the Junior Class at the General Draper High 
School. Mrs. Ingeborg E. MacKellar, formerly a part-time 
assistant, has substituted at the library several times. 


Mrs. Day, assistant in charge of the Juvenile Depart- 
ment, reports various activities. State reading certificates 
were given in May to 5th and 6th grade pupils who had read 
books recommended on the state reading list. In June there 
was an exhibit of posters drawn by 4th, 5th, and 6th grade 
pupils under the direction of Miss Clarice E. Seagrave, Art 
Supervisor in the Hopedale schools. In October Mrs. Day at- 
tended the annual fall meeting at which new children’s books 
were displayed and reviewed. National Book Week was recog- 
nized by a book exhibit attended by teachers, parents, and 
children. At the Christmas story hour on Christmas Eve Mrs. 
Ruth D. Beals read “Why the Chimes Rang”; Mrs. Day and 
Miss Washburn also took part in the program enjoyed by 
about twenty-five children. Four school-rooms had collections 
of library books as class-room deposits; and the circulation of 
these books has been included in the number of books borrowed 
from the juvenile department. 


Both Mrs. Day and the Librarian appreciate the coopera- 
tion and interest of the teachers whose encouragement of 
reading furthers the work of the Children’s Department. 


A noteworthy addition to library equipment is a two- 
drawer steel cabinet for filing pictures. Mrs. Day has given 
careful attention to reorganizing the picture collection, and 
her efforts have made the material more readily accessible, 
and thus more valuable. 


In the fall, as in previous years, the High School fresh- 
men came to the library in two divisions for instruction in the 
use of library tools; they came on another day for a problem. 


The Librarian wishes to express her thanks to those who 
have contributed in various ways to the administration of li- 
brary affairs: 
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To the Trustees, for their unfailing interest and helpful- 
ness; 


To the Staff for loyal service faithfully rendered; 


To High School students in the Art and Commercial de- 
partments; and 


To Mr. Young, the janitor, for cheerful assistance to our 
many needs.
